2. The application has been amended as follows: Claims 1-5, 8-10, 12-17, 21 and 
22 have been cancelled. 

3. Claims 18-20 and 23 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claim 18 
recites the limitation of a rotary cam comprising a slotted tab with a center slot and a 
second slot angled relative to the center slot where the slotted tab, upon linear 
movement, actuates the rotary cam. The closest prior art of Cartigny '5 678 721 
teaches a rotary cam but does not teach the specific structure of the slotted tab as 
recited herein and it would not have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to 
make the structure as recited. 

Claim 23 recites a slotted tab including a first slot and a second slot where the 
second slot is off axis from the center axis pin and angled relative to the first slot where 
the rotary cam is engaged when the slotted tab is moved in a radial, linear direction. 
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The closest prior art of Cartigny '5 678 721 teaches a rotary cam but does not teach the 
specific structure of the slotted tab as recited herein and it would not have been obvious 
to one of ordinary skill in the art to make the structure as recited.
